The  account  known  as  the  College  Account  is  charged 
with  the  interest  at  six  per  centum  per  annum,  on  the 
Certificate  of  Indebtedness  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  held 
by  The  Trustees  of  Delaware  College  for  $83,000.00  which 
came  to  the  College  under  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  5, 
1862,  known  as  the  first  Morrill  Act,  and  entitled  "An  Act 
donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and  territories 
which  may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture 
and  mechanic  arts."  The  income  derived  from  the  money 
coming  to  the  College  under  this  Act,  for  which  it  holds 
the  Certificate  of  Indebtedness  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  as 
aforesaid,  under  a  ruling  of  the  Department  of  Education 
at  Washington,  must  be  used  to  pay  for  instruction.  This 
account  is  also  charged  with  all  amounts  received  for  stu- 
dents fees,  fertilizer  fees,  interest  on  deposits,  and  all  other 
amounts  coming  to  the  College,  not  specifically  ap- 
propriated.
